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Failure of Boulder Dam 


(Orange News) 


Senator Johnson is quoted as having given 
up hope for the passage of the Boulder Dam 
bill at this session of Congress. The senator 
seems to regard the Rules Committee of the 
House as responsible for delay which will make 
it impossible to bring the bill to a vote at this 
-session. 

One excuse for failure is perhaps as good 
as another, but candid persons, seeking a reas- 
on for failure to press he project to a vote in 
the present session, recalling the use of the pro- 
ject as a local political issue—and a sueccess- 
ful one—may suspect that the Boulder Dam 
project is too valuable a political asset to be 
thrown away. 

This suspicion, though it may be a wrong 
one, is a natural outgrowth of the misuse of 
the project in the last state campaign. The 
present governor, posing as the Champion of 
Boulder Dam, convinced the voters of Southern 
California that his election was necessary to 
the success of the project. Of course, there 
was never the slightest possibility that he could 
be of use in the matter as the event has prov- 
ed, but the issue was a good one and was SNc- 
cessfully used. Perhaps it can be used again. 

The Watchman, writing in the Los Angeles 
Times, however, is of the opinion that Boulder 
Dam, as a State or local political issue, is about 
through. He suggests that the Los Angeles 
city administration is willing to forget all 
about it. He says: 

‘‘When the politicians who have been at 
Washington lobbying for the Swing-Johnson 
bill start home for Los Angeles on their retreat 
from Moscow, having killed immediate action 
on Colorado River development by their mud- 
dling, it is safe to say that no home-coming re- 
ception will be arranged for them by the 
Mayor and City Council. For the present city 
administration was elected to office two years 
ago on a platform of the great things ‘the ad- 
ministration was to do for Colorado River de- 
velopment. Hardly a Councilman had read the 
Swing-Johnson bill or knew what it was ail 
about, but it made a good campaign slogan and 
served to divert attention from conditions at 
the City Hall. Now the Mayor is seeking in- 
dorsement of his administration by the re-elec- 
tion of his council majority of administration 
‘‘yes’’ men, so the less said about the Swing- 
Johnson bill the better. In the immortal words 
of Councilman Ash, the council would now like 
to ‘‘get shed”’ of all mention of Boulder Dam, 
as election time approaches. Had the Swing- 
Johnson bill been enacted the mayor and coun- 
eil would have pinned medals all over their 
several chests, but the pill having been killed 
by its friends, the Los Angeles politicians, they 
are hiding their heads in the sand hoping that 
no one will see them. The mayor in his annual 
message this year Was noticeably silent on 
Boulder Dam, while lauding himself on the 
achievements of his administration.”’

The 
only remedy, as pointed out by Secretary 
Hoover, is the development of the inland water- 
ways, so that the entire country ean have a 
benefit from the canal. 
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Give the Law a Chance 


(Los Angeles Evening Express) 


The attitude of Governor Young toward 
condemned criminals is encouraging. It is to 
be hoped he will not weaken. 

Thus far he has declined to interfere with 
execution of sentences of the courts. When 
the accused have been fairly tried, been con- 
victed and judgment pronounced, like his pre- 
decessor in office, Governor Richardson, the 
new governor has turned away from tne pleas 
of attorneys and friends of the condemned and 
the ravings of demagogic newspapers and sim- 
pering sentimentalisms of prisoner-coddling 
reformers, refusing to override the courts with 
the pardoning power which rests in him, and 
permitted the law to take its rightful course. 
There is encouragement in his attitude. It will 
inspire a wholesome respeet for the law. 

With the governor playing his part with 
hope that the Legislature will assume a like 
such sound good sense and courage, there is 
attitude in dealing with the several bills pro- 
posed by the Commission for the Reform of 
Criminal Procedure, and provide so the law of 
the state will have at least equal chance in 
‘court with the accused. 

But legislators are being besieged by ‘‘crim- 
inal lawyers,’’ and bail bond sharks, and “‘pris- 
on reformers,’’ and the whole tribe of molly- 
coddlers, who attempt to break down the reso- 
lution, backed by public opinion in California, 
to strengthen the law so it will be some protec- 
tion to the people against the criminal element. 
It is necessary, that ‘those who feel the law- 
abiding are entitled to the law’s protection, 
certainly as much as the law-breakers, make 
themselves heard, to counteract the influence 
of the friends of ‘the criminal on the legislators. 

The criminals run at large, practically un- 
checked. They have no fear of the law and 
the courts. Every day witnesses the perpetra- 
tion of murders, robberies and all the crimes 
against society. Now is California’s opportun- 
ity to call a halt on ‘this mad banditry. The 
proposed laws will not only put the power in- 
to the hands of the courts, but will compel them 
to exercise the power to visit exemplary pun- 
ishment on the offenders. The bills before the 
Legislature should be adopted. They will be 
adopted if those who believe, as Chief Justice 
Taft said, that ‘‘the object of the punishment 
of crime is to deter others from committing 
crime,’’ make their representations before the 
legislators as strong as those are doing who, 
to judge from their attitude, believe that crime, 
no matter how terrible, should go unpunished.

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More Foolishness 
(San Bernardino Telegram) 


Precisely the distance that Justice of the 
Peace Charles G. Potter of Redlands is likely to 
get in his reputed plan to standardize sen- 
tences for lawbreaking in San Bernardino 
County is not now clear. This is a wonderful 
age and many wonderful things are being done. 
Yet it is much to be doubted whether the rou- 
tine of judicial machinery can be operated in 
a fashion entirely dispassionate. Circum- 
stances, somebody once said, alter cases. 

Justice Potter’s reference to Orange County 
is not particularly happy. That county ’s repu- 
tation with visitors is not precisely of the best, 
not however because, as Judge Potter says, 
‘simply because Orange County has a reputa- 
tion of enforcing traffic laws with severe pun- 
ishment,’’ but because the drastic attitude of 
the township courts there knows only severity 
and not reason. It was, true, quite an enter- 
taining incident when the late Judge Cox sen- 
tenced Bebe Daniels to jail for five days, but 
one doubts whether the affair inereased re- 
spect for the law or for Orange County. 

Motorists who have traveled extensively 
through California know that the traffic laws 
are enforced here quite as well as elsewhere. 
In addition thereto, it may be said for San 
Bernardino County, and it is true of few coun- 
ties in California, that the members of the 
county motor patrol discharge their duties with 
an intelligent tolerance that wins friends for 
us rather than critics. The San Bernardino 
County traffic officer regards it as his duty to 
prevent lawbreaking rather than to permit it, 
then to punish it. It is a policy which makes 
the traveler proud of his residence in this 
county whenever he hears the enforcement of 
traffic laws and the conduet of traffic officers 
discussed by casual acquaintances at a way- 
side hotel far from home. 

The common sense among the justices of 
the peace of San Bernardino County is per- 
haps no greater than the average, certainly no 
lower. Doubtless it may safely be assumed 
that any attempt to bind them to a definite 
policy of standardizing sentences for law- 
breaking will be abortive. Horse sense is prob- 
ably less uneommon than the Redlands author 
of this latest bright idea supposes.

/PACIFIC ELECTRIC 
PAYS LARGE SUM 
FROM INSURANCE: 


The sum of $96,600 was paid to 
the families of 45 deceased em- 
ployees of the Pacific Electric last 
year, announcement from the lo- 
cal railway headquarters stated 
today. In addition to an average 
per death of $2,147, numerous 
other employees, disabled through 
sickness or other causes, were 
paid a total of $12,992 in monthly 
sums of $51 or $86 pending re- 
covery of their health. 

The insurance plen of the Pa- 
cific Electric provides that each 
employee after one year’s service 
be given a $500 policy free of 
charge, with the privilege of pur- 
chasing an additional amount, % 
portion of that premium being, 
paid by the railway. The premium 
rate is exceptionally low, owing 
to the large number of policies in} 
effect, there now being 5,644 ag- 
gregating a total insurance of $9,- 
900,000. Under the plan in ef- 
fect the railway pays approxi- 
mately half the premium  ex- 
pense. 

During the three years life of 
the Pacific TElectric’s. insurance 
plan more than $203,000 has been 
paid to beneficiaries of 117 em- 
ployees taken by death.
